The mood of his letter indicated 
a determination to fight.

coal operators’ spokesman, his con-| 
tempt was directed at members| 
of the WSB, particularly Archibald 
Cox, the chairman, and Roger L. 
Putnam, economic stabilization ad- 
ministrator, 

The four public and four indus- 
try members of the wage board 
combined to deny approval to the 
full $1.90 increase negotiated by 
Lewis. He called this ‘‘attempted 
thievery,’’ implying that he was 
not conceding the loss of the 40 
cents.

would endanger world peace and domestic prosperity. 


In a long, formal address ‘in 
Philadelphia and another deliv- 
ered at Pottsville, the President 
said in effect that the Repub- 
licans would end the wider dis- 
tribution of wealth and purchas- 
ing power achieved by the New 
Deal and Fair Deal administra- 
tions and favor the reconcentration 
of wealth in the hands of special 
interests. He said the result of 
this would be another economic 
*‘crash.”’ 

Truman’s main effort in his Phil- 
adelphia speech, delivered in front 
of City Hall, was to depict Eisen- 
hower as one who shifted his posi- 
tion on issues so often from State 
to state and even from city to city 
that he could be compared with 
himself on almost every subject.

The County Unit System was authored 
by Representative Cecil Neil of Musco- 
gee, a six vote county. It was passed 
overwhelmingly by both houses of the 
General Assembly in 1917. The County 
Unit System law was approved by Gov- 
ernor Hugh Dorsey of Fulton County, 
Georgia, another six vote county. 
When the State Democratic Executive 
Committee named by Gov. Ellis Arnall, 
met May 2, 1946, Hon. Charles J. Bloch, 
prominent Macon lawyer and Hon. Fred 
Hand, present speaker of the Georgia 
House, who were then members of that 
committee, offered a resolution to the 
group calling for the county unit system 
to be written into the State Constitution.

Complex Ballot Calls 
For Chance to Study 


With each succeeding election cam- 
paign, we become further convinced that 
the guardians of the sanctity of the poils 
made a mistake in outlawing the circu- 
lation of the sample ballot. 

Byron Anglin, editor of The Stewart- 
Webster Journal, joins us in the convic- 
tion. He cites the need for a chance to 
study the ballot and suggests that print- 
ing the sample on colored paper would 
eliminate the danger of stuffing the box. 

The objection to the sample was, of 
course, that its existence allowed the 
politician to instruct the ignorant or 
illiterate voter, even to the extent of 
marking the ballot for him. 

With today’s complicated ballot, the 
most intelligent citizen needs a chance to 
study it if he is to go into the voting 
booth and make judicious choices in a 
reasonable time. 

Fortunately, the attorney general has 
ruled that the law against reproduction 
of the official ballot does not prohibit 
the printing of a facsimile, provided that 
under no circumstances could it be mis- 
taken for the official sheet. 

This paper and others intend to print 
sucn a facsimile. Careful scrutiny of 
this “sample” should prepare the citizen 
for the exercise of his franchise. 

We must do everything we can to 
encourage qualified citizens to go to the 
polls and to vote intelligently. 

As a prominent civic leader said re- 
cently, it is almost as bad to starve the 
ballot box as it is to stuff it.

Let's Unmask

Editor’s Note: Here is the full text of 
former State Senator Knox Gholston’s 
statement against Constitutional 
Amendments No. 1 and No. 2. Mr. 
Gholston, father of the “Gholston High- 
way Formula,” lives in two-unit Madi- 
son County. 


Amendment No. 1 directs that 28 state 
officials and two U. S. senators be elected 
under the county unit system. Not a sin- 
gle one of the 28 state officials has any 
power or authority to enact, revise or repeal 
any law. Their sole power, authority, re- 
sponsibility and duty is to administer and 
execute laws that are on the Statute Books, 
as enacted by the General Assembly, all of 
whom are elected and will continue to be 
elected by a popular majority vote, regard- 
less of this election. 

How can Goverror Talmadge or any other 
sensible persons contend or argue that these 
28 officials, elected under the county unit 
system, with no power or authority to enact, 
revise or repeal any law, can control segre- 
gation, bloc voting, FEPC, county consoli- 
dation or any other law? It just doesn’t make 
sense, the governor knows it and the think- 
ing people of Georgia know he is playing 
for bigger stakes than the county unit 
system. 

There are 3,377 siaite and county officials 
and 16 U. $8. congressmen that are not in- 
cluded in the amendment to be elected under 
the county unit system. Among these are 205 
state legislators and 54 state senators who 
are the only officials on earth that have any 
vote, power or authority to enact, revise or 
repeal any state law. All 3,377 state and 
county officials are elected and will continue 
to be elected by a popular majority vote, re- 
gardless of the outcome of this election. 

[f it is so essential, important and neces- 
sary to have the county unit system written 
into the state Constitution to control segre- 
gation, bloc voting, FEPC and county con- 
solidation, then why. are the only officials 
that can enact, revise or repeal any and all 
State laws, and 10 U. S. congressmen, not 
included in the amendment? 


It is absurd and downright silly for a man 
of Governor Talmadge’s. intelligence and 
ability to pretend, contend or argue to preju- 
dice and deceive the people out of their God- 
given right of a Sacred, free and fair vote by 
saying that’ Mayor Hartsfield and the At- 
lanta political ring, with only three repre- 
sentatives and one senator in the General 
Assembly from Atlanta and Fulton County, 
or that al! 84 represeniatives and 14 sena- 
tors from all four and six-unit counties, if 
they voted in a solid block, could enact, 
revise or repeal any laws over the oppo- 
sition of 121 representatives and 40 sena- 
tors from the 121 rural 2-unit counties.

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Caste System of Slaves 

In 1860 there were about 465,000 slaves in Georgia. Among these 
|. people there was a caste system even more rigid than that main- 
tained by Southern society during the plantation era. Slaves were 9 5 8 
divided generally into two classes: the house servants and the field J 
hands. The position of house servant was usually passed down from 
one generation to another. Both men and women were extremely 
proud of their jobs and were given expert instruction in the crafts 
for which they had a talent. They were drilled in etiquette and 
frequently were taught to read and write. They lived in quarters 
near the manor house and were excellently clothed, ate the same 
food and had the same medical care as their owners. After a young | 
slave passed through the various stages to that of personal valet, | 
the next step was to become the butler. Here was probably the | 
greatest autocrat of all, black or white! He ruled with an iron hand 
over the household personnel and looked with contempt even on 
his own associates. When the slaves were freed, these people were 
the worst. sufferers. Unused to hard work and, as their masters 
were no longer able to support them, they were left without the 
bare necessities of life. The field hands, who were fnable to under- | 
stand what had happened, ‘also were pitifully , | 
wandered into the urban areas and died by th | 
starvation, exposure and disease. In December, 1865, more than | 
500 died in the then little town of Macon alone!

Sensual October 


If we hurry, we said over beef stew in our favorite basement 
before we go our separate ways. My separate way was a trolley trip 
to Decatur and the idea of making such a journey without some- 
thing to read on the way... well, you can see what a burden that 


would impose. 
So we went by the second-hand book store and they were fresh 


out of poetry (in the 50-cent volumes anyhow) and the murder mys- 
teries that were on display were the Spillane ‘‘stark naked’’ kind 
which offend my sense of fair play in mysteries. (I like kind, in- 
telligent policemen and a detective who might have a tough exterior 
but always restrains himself from killing people.) 


My luck on the 25 and 50-cent book tables had run out, I decided 
sadly, when I came across a little lavender volume with gold edges, 
of the kind that people used to give each other for Christmas. Be- 
neath a spray of gold fruit and flowers stencilled on the cover was 
the title: ‘‘Emerson Year Book.”’ 


The book had been published in 1893 and I stood there riffling 
through it, musing on the fashions of people and wondering if 
anybody had ever made a habit of getting up in the morning and 
reading a line or two of Emerson in the way people nowadays take 
vitamin pills. 

On Jan. 11, for example, somebody had checked in pencil the 
couplet: ‘‘He who has a thousand friends has not a friend to spare, 
And he who has one enemy will meet him everywhere.”’ 

Skipping to Jan. 15, I read: ‘‘We are afraid of truth, afraid of 
fortune, afraid of death and afraid of each other,”’ 

Somehow I parted with 50 cents &nd headed for the bus stop, 
deep in the little lavender book. ‘‘Insist on yourself; never imitate.”’ 
That was for Jan. 18. 

The bus was nowhere in sight and the wind blew like wintertime 
up Forsyth St. Warm food smells pushed up from the basements of 
nearby eateries and I read on: 


“Society never advances. It recedes as fast on one side as it 
gains on the other. It undergoes continual changes; it is barbarous, | 
it is civilized, it is Christianized, it is rich, it is scientific but this 
change is not amelioration. For everything that is given, something 
is taken. Society acquires fiew arts and loses old instincts.’’ 


The bus came and I hit Feb. 1: ‘‘Every man alone is sincere. At 
the entrance of a second person, hypocrisy begins.’’ 

By the Feb. 5 item a previous owner had scribbled ,‘‘Ah!’’ doubt- 
lessly echoing Mr. Emerson’s sentiment: ‘‘I do then with my friends 
as I do with my books. I would have them where I can find them, 
but I seldom use them.’’ 

Out in Druid Hills the beauty of the trees tore me away from 
Emerson and it wasn’t until later I began wondering if the pedantic
